This letter replies to a notice received from your office regarding Exemption No. 5711 E. 

Attachment A is a list of aircraft serial numbers and aircraft registration numbers of Federal 
Express Corporation Cessna Model 208 aircraft. 

This correspondence should be treated as an official request for extension of Exemption 
No. 5711 E, for FAR 135.143 (c) (2), allowing operation of the aircraft listed in Attachment A 
without a Mode-S transponder.
